The news of the discovery on ships in New 
York harbor of 13,400,000 pounds of raw sugar 
which came from a Canadian refinery and was 
bein(f held for sale at a higher price than is al¬ 
lowed by AmericanMaw, quite naturally will con¬ 
vert the Canadian public into an animated inter¬ 
rogation point. What is the name of the refinery 
which sent that large shipment to New York, and 
when was it shipped! It may have been there a 
long time, but no longer than we have had h ood 
Controllers and Boards und Cost-of-Living Com¬ 
missions and so on, and certainly no longer than 
the time during which sugar has been in urgent 
demand in Canada. 

There have been times in this country during 
the last few months when there was almost a 
sugar famine in this country, and it would be 
of special interest to the Canadian consumer to 
know all about this consignment,of more than 
6,000 tons to be used in profiteering at the ex¬ 
pense of the New York public. The official who 
discovered the shipment says he is informed by 
the broker who was handling it that the Canadian 
refinery had instructed him to return the ship¬ 
ment to Canada if he could not get the price in 
New York the refinery wanted for it. We may 
surmise from this that the consignment was

the amount subscribed in the corresponding 
period of the Victory Loan campaign last year. 
This reflects a general appreciation of the na¬ 
tion’s financial need and the advantages of the 
loan as an investment, in such measure as to point 
to the attainment of the objective of $500,000,000. 

The public realizes that the financial obliga¬ 
tions incurred by the country must be discharged, 
that the work of reconstruction must be carried 
on in order to insure its successful journey 
through the critical transition period following 
the war and to put it on its feet. The sum of 
$350,000,000 is to be devoted to demobilization 
charges, $57,000,000 will be added to the soldiers’ 
re-establishment and land settlement schemes, 
$195,000,000 will be marked for credits for Great 
Britain and other countries so they may purchase 
Canadian goods. The whole sum will be ex¬ 
pended in Canada, which means that it will find 
its way back to the public through the various 
channels of industry.

from outside France. Its fall in time more likely 
will resnlt from an upheaval at home in the same 
way Robespierre and his associates, after conduct¬ 
ing successful campaigns against external forces, 
were overthrown and sent to the guillotine by 
those who surrounded them and who resented 
their methods., i

Secretary 
of the Provincial Board of Health, 
and. automatically, a member of the 
Dominion Council, shows the quan¬ 
tity and value of imports in respect 
of cocaine, morphine, opium (crude) 
and opium (powdered) for the fiscal 
yrare 1912 to 1919, both inclusive. 

For instance, In 1912 only thirty- 
five ounces of cocaine were imported. 
In 1914 the figure had jumped to 1,028 
ounces; in 1918 to 5,891, and in 1919 
12.S3J ounces, with a value of $142,133. 

The amount of morphine imported 
in 1913 is given as 440 ounces. In four 
years the figures increased to 1B.49G 
ounces. In 1917 54,215 ounces were im¬ 
ported. in the case of morphine, 
however, there is a considerable re¬ 
duction shown both in 1918 and 1919. 
This year, for example, the amount fs 
placed at 30,087 ounces with a value 
of 1179.195. 

Crude opium has atesdily Increased 
in volume of Import since 1912. when 
the total did not exceed 5.017 pounds, 
until it reached this year 34,283 
pounds with a value of 3534,555. In 
respect of the powdered product of 
the poppy there has been a decrease 
since 1912 by approximately half the 
amount. 123 pounds being the figure 
for this year's entry. •

_ FOILED 

Admiral Slras, Commander of tha 
United Stales navy, is relating ip The 
World's Work some of the secret his¬ 
tory—secret at the time—of the Ger¬ 
man submarine campaign. When 
he reached England In April. 1917 . 
he says he was astounded by the 
record of shipping losses revealed 
to Mm by Admiral Jelllcoe at their 
first meeting. The total sinkings. 
British and neutral, had reached 638,- 
000 tons In February, 803,000 tons In 
March, and would probably reach 
900,0h0 tons in April. The figures 
were three and four jlmes as large 
as those Indicated by the Intention¬ 
ally Inconclusive statements in the 
Press. Jelllcoe had ever)' expecta¬ 
tion that the situation would grow 
worse, as the submarines would soon 
have the long daylight of the British 
summer for 1 their operations. He 
confessed that the Germans would 
win the war "unless we can stop 
these lose**— and stop them soon." 
The destroyer was the most success¬ 
ful enemy of the submarine because 
of Its speed and Its light draught. 

It draws only eight or nine feet of 
water, whereas a torpedo discharged 
from a submarine Is most effective 
fifteen feet below the surface.

To the Editor:—Last week you 
gave ur two items of news:—The 
first was that a Mr. Donnachle had 
stated that soldier carpenters would 
not be allow-ed to work on their 
own houses at $8.00 per day. 

The second was that a gentleman 
of the same name who has been at¬ 
tending before the City Council stat¬ 
ed tnat unless the above soldiers' 
houses were soon built some dreadful 
things were going to happen; in fact 
they would have to sell their houses 
and bodies if they were out of work. 

Now some scheme of having the 
houses built would be acceptable to 
most people, I would therefore eug- 
gust: 

1. Thaf ail workmen of all 
descriptions volunteer to build sol¬ 
diers' houses at a daily wage of four 
doHars—this would enable them to 
live anyway, and as hundreds have 
been making double ibis for a tong 
time they could afford to be gener¬ 
ous and at the same time save them¬ 
selves from Mr. Donnachle's proph¬ 
ecy of starvation. If they can get 
better elsewhere why, of course, they 
would leave. 

2. That all merchants and every¬ 
one supplying anything for the afore¬ 
said homes be only paid cost prices 
plus say five per cent, for handling. 

There would be no distinction *be- 
tween the wages paid to trades, 
whether for steam engineers or la¬ 
borers on the soldiers' houses, be¬ 
cause it is not a question of price 
of labor but to provide soldiers' 
houses and to give any idle men the 
chance of work. 

I feel certain that if some scheme 
like the above were put before the 
City Council they would bestir them¬ 
selves and put it through. 

The scheme could be carried out 
by tome of the Q. W. V. A. and kin¬ 
dred society committees—-what's 
wrong with the Rotary Club? 

Now I trust some will get to¬ 
gether and try to beat these ideas 
into shape and put them right through
